emancipate their slaves, they have a right 
under the constitution of the United States 
to count them in full tale I deny. The 
slaves are either free persons or not free 
persons—if free they should be all count¬ 
ed—if not free then the three fifths princi¬ 
ple is to apply. It is true tlint the Gener¬ 
al Government have power by the Consti¬ 
tution to do many things which may indi¬ 
rectly affect the institution of slavery in 
the States. Much has been done to 
strengthen and support it, while little or 
nothing has been done to weaken it—and 
I doubt not that ‘ a Political Abolitionist’ 
as well as you and myself hopes soon tg, 
see in this country a party in power, that 
will reverse this practice and wield all the 
constitutional influences of this govern¬ 
ment against oppression. Such a party 
w ill be the Liberty Party,emphatically so. 

But still the general government cannot 
abolish slavery in the States. By Art. 1, 
Sec. 9, Congress are authorized to prohib¬ 
it the foreign slave trade, not slavery, af¬ 
ter the year 1808—and it seems to have 
been adopted, that such an act might tend 
to the extermination of slavery itself, and 
aid in its gradual abolition. By this pro¬ 
vision Congress has the power to abolish 
the slave trade, but it is made a matter of 
discretion, not of necessity, whether to ex¬ 
ercise it or not. This power has been ex¬ 
ercised by an Act of Congress, passed in 
1808, hut it is probable that it would still 
have remained dormant had not the slave 
holding states believed that the principle 
of prohibition, would give vigor and prof¬ 
it to home production. Thus prohibition 
in this case was intended for ‘incidental 
protection,’' and not for abolition—the 
slaves were to increase in value by shut¬ 
ting up the sources of foreign competi¬ 
tion. As matter of fact then neither this 
provision of the Constitution nor the sub¬ 
sequent act of Congress passed by virtue 
thereof have abolished slavery in the 
States—as my friend from Chesterviile in 
his communication seems to have suppo¬ 
sed. Nor has the fifth amendment to the 
Constitution which provides that no per¬ 
son ‘ shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law ’ it 
point of fact and practice abolished slave¬ 
ry any more than it has abolished murdet 
or theft. It has made it unconstitutional 
to deprive any person, (and the slaves in 
the Constitution are regarded as persons) 
of life, liberty, or property without due 
process of law ; but this language does 
not take a-way from the states the power 
of enacting there our laws and defining 
then our process for the execution of these 
laws-—and may they not in the exercise of 
this power prescribe a warrant of execu¬ 
tion for the murderer, a mittimus for tin 
thief, and a deed or bill of sale for the 
slave. 'If they do so prescribe and 
laws do not conflict with the Constitution 
of the United States, or with any federal 
law coristitatioaally made, then so far as 
the Federal Courts are concerned they 
have no power to interfere. But every 
person including the slave is entitled 
the writ of Habeas Corpus, that he n 
know from the proper authorities by what 
‘ process of law ’ be is held, and were I a 
judge I am free to confess that I should 
decide that all laws which are in pli 
elation of God’s law or which are ii 
al and against natural rights are nt^^l 
void. This is the elerneutary doctrine of j 
all our standard works upon the law.— 
The States then must hare the right to 
adopt their own constitution and laws. 
The general government may refuse 
receive them into the Union unless tin 
constitution is such as they approve, but 
having received them, they have full right 
to make and execute their own laws pro¬ 
vided they do not conflict with the Feder¬ 
al Constitution nor their own. To be 
sure, they have no right to trample God' 
authority in the dust, or to deprive a ma 
of his natural inalienable rights, without 
crime on his part, but if they do so as we 
have received them into the Union foi 
limited purposes only, and they have giv¬ 
en us no power to restrain them in this 
particular, what-constitutional right have 
we to complain. The States themselves 
are morally bound to remedy the will 
but it must be entirely a remedy of theii 
own. To illustrate the state of South 
Carolina has the right unde-r the constitu¬ 
tion to enslave the African race—that i; 
say the Constitution does not forbid it and 
so the State of Maine has the same right 
under the Constitution to declare that 
theft, adultery, and murder shall not be 
offences against her laws—but neither 
Blaine nor South Carolina have a moral 
right to do any such thing—but if each 
should choose so to exercise its political 
right, what provision in the Federal Con¬ 
stitution authorizes the General Govern¬ 
ment to say it shall not be even so. It is 
true the Courts, both State and Federal, 
when a case shall be presented to them 
involving the validity of any law wherever 
arid by whomsoever enacted, if upon ex¬ 
amination they shall find it unconstitution¬ 
al—against the plain requirements of the 
Divine law, or immoral, and against nat¬ 
ural right are bound to declare such law 
null and void—but this has never been 
dune, and notwithstanding all the favora¬ 
ble provisions of the Constitution, it is 
still a solemn reality' that persons other 
than free, beside those bound to service

REMARKS OF REV. 1>. THURSTON. 
At the religious Convention, held 


Hallowed, Jaa. 9th and 10, the 2d res 
n being under consideration, viz; 
ioived, That the intimate 'relatf 
existing between chattel slavery and 
American Christianity, is such as should 
cover the churches of all denominations 
wj,th shame and confusion of face, 
should lead them to deep humiliation and 
pentnnee.’ 

Mr. Thurston of Winthrop, remarked 
substance as follows. 

The denomination of Congregational- 
ists sustained, as far as he knows, no Oth- 
than indirect relations to slavery. He 
does not know of any churches of this de¬ 
nomination in the slave holding States.— 
These indirect relations are very numer¬ 
ous. On account of them, these churche 
ought to be deeply humbled and penitent 
Many, educated among us, and not a fe\ 
members of Congregational churches,have 
gone to the South and West, connected 
themselves with Presbyterian - churches, 
d become slaveholders. Ministers 
ty considerable numbers have gone from 
Congregational churches to Presbyterian 
churches, aud not only held their fellow 
men as articles of property, continuing t< 
rob them of themselves and of all theii 
rights, but have become so perverted ir 
their judgments and hearts irt relation to 
this vile system of oppression, 
dertake to justify their conduct. They 
have been the apologists of these inhui 
wrongs, and some of them have even 
dertaken to prove from the Bible that it 
institution approved by God. The 
churches, from which these men 
have, not in general, borne any testimony 
against their sinful course, 
proved them for participating in this great 
wickedness. Numbers among nurse' 
excuse the sin of slaveholding. They 
hibit much more opposition to the efforts 
of those, who have attempted to obtain re¬ 
dress for the enslaved than to slavehold¬ 
ers. By their justification of slaveholdi 
and their hostility to exertions in favor 
immediate emancipation, they have proba¬ 
bly done as much to relieve the conscien¬ 
ces of slaveholders and to sustain 
strengthen that system of abominations as 
any class of persons in the community.— 
The population at large (although they 
may revile all that is holy,) are more qui¬ 
eted in their cruel habits, where slavery 
prevails ; are more hushed 
sciences, by looking at slaveholding 
preachers and communicants than by any 
tiling eisfe. 

In slave States, the haters of religion 
are more lulled in their inhumanity by the 
company of professors of religion, than 
they ever can believe, or ever would 
fess, if they did. Slaveholding professors 
and-preachers in slave States are stilled 
and tranquilized by the fact, that eastern 
Christians do not go against them. They 
consider eastern brethren on their side. 

I have travelled through a circle in sis 
states, whose diameter was a thousand 
files, aud I saw the smile of satisfaction 
. inch spread over the face of the slave 
olding Presbyterian, as he could say 
others. ‘ Our eastern brethren Own 
slaves. They are of course impartial and 
unbiassed. They believe with us. They 
go against the abolitionists.’ Ah! my 
friends, I believe that a treble dose of 
ium never stilled the body so effectually, 
the fact that non slaveholding Christians 
ire not abolitionists, did quiet the souls

Many bodies of Congregationnlists I 
passed resolutions expressing their abhor¬ 
rence of the great sinfulness of slavehold¬ 
ing.

They have continued their relation to s 
very by uniting with slaveholders in t 
Bible Society, the American Board of] 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions &c. 
They continue to receive Delegates from 
Ecclesiastical Bodies in which slavery is 
tolerated, and to send Delegates to such 
Bodies ; without any note of rebuke, re¬ 
monstrance, or admonition. The Gener¬ 
al Conference of this State refused to in¬ 
struct their Delegates to these Bodies to 
bear a testimony against the fearful guilt 
of enslaving human beings. 

In 1820, two members of Congress from 
Congregational churches in Maine gave 
their vote to admit Missouri to the Union 
constitution hiaking slavery perpet¬ 
ual and prohibiting the legislature from 
abolishing it. Had these men voted 
against, instead of voting for striking out 
the clause prohibiting the extension of 
slavery in Missouri, it would have turned 
the scale. But these men were not called 
to account by their churches. Nor did 
the other Congregational churches', as he 
ever heard, express any dissatisfaction— 
Individuals expressed strong disapproba¬ 
tion ; but this gross violation of the law of 
righteousness was, in general, but little re¬ 


garded.

As the Secretary was unable to furnish 
e doings of the meeting, until after the present 
, iper was put to press* we prefer giving a more 
full account in our next paper. It was very evi. 
dent from the remarks made on the occasion, that 
the friends of Temperance, generally, throughout 
[the State, are in favor of the immediate andwhole- 
otne application of law to all who persist in the 
raffic in intoxicating drink. 

On Thursday afternoon, a meeting was held in 
the Representatives’ Hall, in the State House, in 
reference to the petition for a new law. A Com¬ 
mittee appointed by the Legislature to hear what 
arguments might he adduced by the a'dvocates of 
such a petition, were present. Hon. Mr. Tallman 
of Bath, presiding. They were addressed by Mr. 
Dow of fordand, Mr. Baker of Augusta, Mr. J. 
T. Walton and Rev. Mr. Bourne of Portland ; 
other gentlemen were prepared to speak, but time 
would not allow. The Hall was crowded and 
great interest manifested throughout the discuss. 

. The speakers for the most part did not enter 
i the merits of the petition. They portrayed 
... evils of intemperance and asked for a law that 
would enable us to banish it from our state. We 
ihall be very much disappointed if such a law is 
lot enacted during the present winter. 

The several delegates were very politely enter¬ 
tained by the good people of Augusta. 

On Thursday evening the delegation from Port¬ 
land held a meeting in Hallowell. The measures 
applied to rumselling in this place, and the success 
aitendant upon such measures, form a strong 
contrast to those used by the people of August* 
About three years ago the law was vigorously en¬ 
forced, and every rumseller obliged to quit the bu¬ 
siness. During the apathy which has sinoe pre¬ 
vailed, three or four rumsellers have since made 
appearance. A short time since, a commit-

The indications are more than heretofore in fa¬ 
ir of annexation. It appears by Texan papers 
that our government has asked for negociations on 
the subject \ 

The northern press is nearly silent, except in 
mpporting annexation. 

The project is said to be gaining favor in con¬ 
gress. Mr. Walker’s pamphlet will have a strong 
effect on sordid and pro-slavery men. 

John C. Calhoun’s course will have a strong in¬ 
fluence on the democratic party. 

[Q= D. L. Child, editor of the N. A. S. Stand¬ 
ard, has written a letter to Henry Clay, asking 
his views an the subject; and though written in 
style which few anti-slavery men would have 
used, and although they have often corresponded 
leretofore on various public matters, yet Mr. 


Clay will not answer his letter on this subject !— 
And why should lie ? fie is the father of the 
scheme for annexation. He introduced a bill for 
that object into congress in 1820, has supported it 
since on many occasions, and is no doubt now in 
favor of it, but it will not do to let it be known at 
the north at the present time. His influence, in 
or out of office, will go for annexation, and per¬ 
haps turn the scale. 


NATIONAL DEGRADATION. 

Events sometimes have such a coincidence as to 
make them of more interest than they would oth¬ 
erwise possess. The Senate of the United States 
is decidedly whig, and the House very strongly 
democratic, their doings therefore* are the doings 
of each party.

Did Mr. Bates 
defend the honor of his state, and seek to obtain 
the objects'sought .by her ? No! With a it 
ness scarcely equalled he whined out under the 
lash of the overseers that he ‘ did'hi mean to,' 
‘simply,’ wished to get rid of them as easily as he 
could—he did’r.t want a Word said about them. 

Bagby then .took .-tip the raw'hide, abusing, 
Massachusetts,, her Senators, and her resolves 
true southern stylo. He said : 

1 We know that every rxpedienl was resorted 
for the purpose of bringing this matter before Con¬ 
gress. The oliject of these movements was' the 
same, whether they originated in legislative bo¬ 
dies or individual fanatics. lie did not'regret 
that the-q.uestion was brought up here ; he only 
regretted that it was dodged whenever brought 
here.

Yesterday the honorable Senator frond Georgia 
[Mr. Berrien] presented counter resolutions of tb e 
Legislature of his State on the same subject. He 
moved to lay them on the table, and to print them. 
The Senate,ordered them to be printed'. He (Mr. 
B.) voted for the printing. He rose then to bring 
the fact distinctly and formally to the notice of the 
Senate, that it might, if it thought proper, correct 
the difference in its action ; or, if not, that his 
State might see the discrimination which had been 
made, and the measure of justice or .injustice 
which had been meted out to her.

Mr. Bates remarked that he had no motion to 
submit to the Senate. He rose only to submit 
these remarks to its consideration.’ 

No motion to submit! Where was the spirit of 
a man ?—of a Senator of old Massachusetts?— 
Where the spirit of Ne w England ? Liberty had 
no representative on that senate floor. 

No notice whatever was taken of the subject 
and the Senate proceeded in its business just as if 
nothing had occurred. So much for the action of

‘There are no paupers' 
among the slaves,’ says he, ‘ while there are great, 
dumbersof‘colored paupers in the free states.’- 51 

Huch is his data in favor.of slavery. But there 
are quite olberreasons why- there are no paupewi 
amongthe slaves, than the excellency of Slavery,, 
for the helpless would much sooner be cast oofto 
perish than receive support from charity. This 
fact alone is quite ; enough to condemn slavery.— 
His reliance on the census respecting the free col¬ 
ored population is entirely fallacious. The nudjr, 
her of deaf, dumb, blind, idiots and insane report*, 
ed for this slate is 117. But this was entirely 
false and was oftenvards officially corrected ; bid 
ht erroruiight serve him a useful purpose so it 
vas introduced. 

If rejecting the colored people from al! IpempM
